The 
existence or the cockatrice was firmly believed 
in throughout ancient and medieval rimes., 
Even the Bible mentions, it — four times.

SADISM as the name for a vicious perversion 
characterized by cruelty comts from the infa¬ 
mous Marquis De Sade. whose title and name 
•re correctly Count Donation Alphonse Fran- 
eoia Sadr, Born in Earn on the second day of 
June, 1740, he cnleredl military service as a 
cavalryman at (he age uf fourteen, returning 
to Paris in IT66, His Unnatural practices 
quickly became notorious and by I7?3 had 
earned for him a sentence of death. He fled to 
Italy but was arrested and (hen escaped- from 
prison. Hr was re-arrested: and finally com¬ 
mitted to the Bastille, Here he began to write 
the pl&yi and obscene novel* which still cir¬ 
culate in modern editions. This much ■? 
known generally. Not so generalTy known is 
the fact tliat m I7&9, befnre the publication 
of any of his major works, he was removed to 
the C-hafrnton Lunatic Asylum from which 
he was discharged in 17WJ <a year before the 
publication of /tnft'neL only to he recommit¬ 
ted as incurable In IBtH, Hr died in the asy¬ 
lum an the second day of December, 1SI 4, e
